To  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Cardiff  Port 
Sanitary  Authority. 


Gentlemen, 

l have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1918. 

In  view  of  the  special  conditions  which  prevail  at  the  present  time,  it  is  considered 
advisable  in  the  interests  of  economy  to  reduce  the  volume  of  the  report  for  this  year  to  the  smallest 
possible  compass. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  issued  a circular  letter  addressed  to  Medical  Officers 
of  Health,  in  which  it  is  stated  that  having  regard  to  the  present  circumstances  “ The  Board 
consider  that  many  of  the  details  usually  inserted  in  the  Annual  Report,  may  be  omitted  and 
that  the  report  may  be  confined  to  a record  of  what  has  taken  place  during  the  year.’’ 

In  compliance  with  the  terms  of  this  letter,  this  report  will  contain  only  a brief  account 
of  the  route..  work  for  the  year  in  the  Health  department  of  the  port. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. — During  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1918,  40  notifications 
of  Infectious  Diseases  were  received,  made  up  as  follows  : —

CHOLERA,  YELLOW  FEVER  AND  PLAGUE.— No  Vessel  entered  the  Port  directly 
from  an  Infected  Port  during  the  year. 

Your  Committee  are  aware  of  the  systematic  destruction  of  rats  which  is  carried  on  in 
your  Port  Sanitary  District. 

During  the  year,  the  rat-catchers  were  engaged  on  board  53  vessels  and  in  22  warehouses 
o'!  the  docks.  The  total  number  of  rats  caught  and  subsequently  destroyed  amounted  to  12,798. 


One  hundred  and  fifty-three  rats  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the 
Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory,  with  a view  to  detecting  Plague  infection  and  in 
each  case  a negative  result  was  obtained. 


PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASE.— Regulations  relating 
'<>  this  disease  were  made  by  the  Local  Government  Board  on  the  12th  July,  1916,  enabling  the  Local 
Authority  to  make  arrangements  with  the  managers  of  hospitals  approved  by  the  Board  for  the 
treatment  of  Venereal  Disease.  4 


A further  letter  was  issued  with  respect  to  the  treatment  of  sailors  coming  within  the 
, • ^diction  of  Port  Sanitary  Authorities. 


In  accordance  with  a,  scheme  submitted  to  the  Board  by  the  Local  Authority,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  Managers  of  the  Royal  Hamadryad  Seamen’s  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Disease  amongst  sailors  as  an  out-patient  clinic  and  as  in-patients. 


The  actual  date  of  thf  commencement  of  this  work  at  the  Hospital  was  the  Kith  April,  11)17.

SCABIES. — During  the  year,  84  cases  of  Scabies  amongst  seamen  were  treated  at  the 
Corporation  Cleansing  and  Disinfecting  Station. 

EPIDEMIC  OK  INFLUENZA  AXD  PNEUMOXIA,  1918.— From  May  15th  to  July  31st, 
and  19th  September  to  31st,  December,  Influenza  and  Pneumonia  were  prevalent  on  board  ships 
arriving  in  the  Port  and  those  lying  in  the  various  docks.  In  all  cases  patients  were  medically 
treated,  and  in  most  cases  they  were  removed  to  Hospitals  in  the  Red  Cross  Ambulances.  The 
spaces  occupied  on  board  by  the  sick  persons,  together  with  all  their  effects,  were  disinfected  by 
the  Ollicers  of  the  Port  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  supervision  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

During  the  year,  six  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  sixty-four  vessels  were  inspected  on 
arrival.  Two  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  extia  inspections  were  made  of  work  in 
hand  and  ships  in  dock,  making  a total  of  nine  thousand,  six  hundred  and  thirty-one  inspections. 

One  hundred  and  thirty- nine  written  notices  were  served  on  masters  of  vessels  in  respect 
of  nuisances  ; five  hundred  and  forty-three  verbal  orders  were  given  and  sixteen  letters  were  sent 
to  owners  or  their  representatives  at  various  ports  in  this  country  in  connection  with  nuisances 
and  sanitary  defects  on  board  ships.  One  hundred  and  thirty-seven  samples  of  drinking  water 
from  vessels  entering,  also  from  H.M.  Transports  taking  drinking  water  at  this  Port,  were  taken 
and  submitted  to  the  bacteriologist  at  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
examination.  One  hundred  and  four  were  found  to  be  of  good  quality  and  thirty-three  contaminated. 
Thirty-three  notices  were  served  on  masters  of  vessels  having  contaminated  water  on  board  for 
drinking  and  domestic  purposes,  as  the  result  of  these  examinations  All  tanks  containing  impure 
water  were  emptied  and  cleansed  and  a fresh  supply  taken  on  board.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS,  1894  to  1914. 

(And  the  Orders  of  the  Hoard  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  made  thereunder.) 

THE  CANINE  ANIMALS  ORDER,  1909,  AND  THE  IMPORTATION  OF  DOC1S 

ORDER,  1914. 

During  the  year  1919,  one  fox  and  1,133  dogs  were  imported  from  foreign  countries, 
either  directly  or  indirectly. 

Proceedings  were  taken  on  August  20th,  1919,  against  the  Master  of  one  vessel  for  non- 
compliance  with  Sec,  10  of  the  Importation  of  Dogs  Order,  1914.  A fine  of  £1  and  costs  or  14 
days’  imprisonment  was  imposed. 


FOREIGN  ANIMALS  ORDER,  1910.  ' 

During  the  year,  fifty-six  vessels  arrived  at  this  Port  with  the  following  animals  on  board 
from  scheduled  countries,  viz.  : — 

Cattle,  14  ; Sheep,  1 1 S ; Goats,  4 ; Swine,  o3  ; Total,  189. 

(An  Order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  dated  December  18th,  1917,  No. 
'9907.  was  issued  suspending  the  operation  of  Section  2 of  the  Foreign  Animals  Order.  1910,  relating 
to  the  Importation  of  Animals,  for  an  indefinite  period.) 


CANAL  BOATS  ACT,  1884. 

During  the  year,  129  Canal  Boats  were  inspected  by  Inspector  D.  Jenkins,  Canal  Boat 
Inspector.  Eighty -four  were  found  in  good  condition  and  twenty-eight  in  fair  condition.  Seventeen 
were  found  with  nuisances  existing  on  board  and  verbal  orders  were  given  for  abatement.  In  all 
other  respects  the  Act  was  complied  with.
